COXmON QHCrSB LBQISIiATION. 

Tbo aalioD of oar legislators on tho Inoor- 
poratioD Act yestarday is of greater import- 
anco to tho fuluro prosperity of tlio colony, 
tlinn perhaps any matter whioh has hitherto 
engaged tho attention of tho ouotodiarn oftha 
pablio welfare. The <iuealioii buforo them 
waa Dot aimply the amendniflat or rcpenl uf 
aa objeolionabia aiatnta, bnt the iooorporation 
or Don-iocorporation of the otty' of Viotoria; a 
quoBtion nCfeoting directly lha vital interests 
not only o( tho oily, bat of the colony at large 
— tba financial credit of Iho country abroad. 
Situated •> eTerj new oolooy is, and pariicu 
larly 'so ia odr own case, we must depend for 
the deralopment of car natioaal reaouroes on 
tho introduction cf foreign capital. Already 
wo hnvo found it necessary to appear as bor- 
rowers in tho great monetary cantre of the 
world, and in order to carry on tho public 
works which are kidlapeDsiblo to tho growth 
an^ expansion bf'tbe 'oountry, wo may, ero 
long, again reqnire to maiie application for 
farther pebaniary aoeomraodatlon. Form- 
natsly our credit ha3,a5 yet,8tood so high llmt 
wo have had nodiffionlty iu obtaining thomms 
asked for, and on the most farorablo terms. 
Had, hctweror, tho small cliqno who are op- 
posed to tho incorporation of thu city suc- 
ecedod, through their noutbpiaces in tbo 
House, in defeating tho bill, tho effect on tho 
financiul poaition of tho colony would haro 
been most seriauj, II thu oily \Tere com- 
pelled, through this suicidal policy, to refuse 
payment of tlie mnnioipal debonturos, it 
would matter little that tbe harden might bo 
aiiumed by tbe gorernment ; tho goad slaad- 
iag of both city and colony would bo iojurod 
to such a dogreo as would rcquiro years to 
rc-Bstablish. What has tended more than all 
other causes eombined, to lower ttis flnancinl 
standing of the great and wealthy province of 
Canada, from the highest position in the es- 
timation of home oapilaliits, to almost that 
of some of tbe American States 1' Simply 
tho fact of oni of her municipalities having, 
through unwieo legislation, involved itself in 
pecuniary difhculties to snob an extent as tu 
luggest that, to Engliih ears, most odious ol 
all words — Repudiation 1 And if one single 
muniotpality^ has had so marked and 
prejndioial an effect on the credit 
of a largo and populous province, 
what might be cxpooied if our munioipalily 
or, in other words, the colony, should, by ac- 
knowledging its anfltnesi for maoicipal iusti- 
tutiona, place ifaelf in eren a worse position 
than the instance we bar* ja«t quoted ? We 
are glad to see that the great majority of our 
legislators h&vo exhibited their good sound 
common sense in enabling the cily to meet 
her indobtedness without throwing her bur< 
dens on tho GoTernment. As for tbe honor 
able mambrtr for Viotoria district, whs en- 
deavored to dis-insorporate tbe city by 
repealing the present Act in toio, we do not 
enTy him the conspionoua position h» has 
assumed, as almost the sole assailant of the 
city's libertioB and prosperity. The honor* 
ablo gentleman has had considerable parlia- 
iDontary experionoe, and must have knonn 
that had the Incorporation Bill been thrown 
out, no other similar meaiaro ooald bare 
been brought up daring the present sejiion. 

Possibly, however, he may have been ein- 
cerc in his axpressions, as he stated that be 
had a bill prepared, ready to introduoe on tbe 
rejection of the bill then before the Houao. — 
If this were the case, why was he so chary of 
prodnoiog this triumph of statesmanship, 
which was to meet all the dilliculiies of the 
poaition t In what out-of-tho way corner was 
it concocted, that ho was thus ashamed to 
bring it hefora tho light of day ? The honor- 
able gentleman and bis party should beware, 
of dabbling in legislation beyond their depths. 
It is a grave and weighty matter to draw up 
laws for tho guidance of a nation, and tho 
fato of certain lato bank-bill amondmenta so 
contemptuously nsai^^ned to tho vraalo-papcr 
basket of tlie Ilouae shoul J toaoh them that the 
Legislative Assembly is not now disposed to 
waste its Taluable time on erude and ill-di» 
gested measures; 

THB SFRINQ RIDOE WATER 
WORKS ACT. 



The first practical attempt at Eupplylng 
the city with water, is now before us in the 
shape of a Bill to authorise Messrs, Coa & 
Martin and their associates to lay down pipes 
through all tbo streets of the city, and to 
grant them nn exclusive privilege of selling 
water for a term of years. In ono roBpccl 
tho promoters of the Hill present themaelvos 
to tbo notice of the public under better 
auspices than any other company who have 
come to the House of Assembly to ask for an 
Act of Incorporation. They havu shown 
their boH'i fides by laying down their pipes, 
under the iiuthority and by Iho permission o^ 
tho Council, and have shown tho public llmt 
whether ihey obtain tho exclusive privilege 
they ask for or not, th«y intend to supply us 
with tho water. What then webave to inquire 
into are thoa dvanlngoa which the city will 
gain by tho powers and privileges wblob aro 
BOUKlit to bo grastcd to tho company. And 
at the samo lime we must ask what iho pro- 
moters will gain by tho passing of tho act ? 
Already they have secured tho possession of 
streets, and they have, to a great extent, shut 
onf opposition for some yoors to como, by 
actually bringing water into the town, wliore- 
03 no rival ootopany has over attempted any 
more than a survey of the country ; ihuy aak 
on oxolusivo privilege, and in return they will 
of coorae be restricted to certain charges, 
whoteai if they hare no charter granted tu 
tbem it will be at their option to ohargo any 
price for their water, that for tho time being, 
will scouro thera a market. Tho price of 
evory arliclo muit nocossarily be regulated 
by supply and domand, and naturally, if 
MeSBtS. Coe and Martin wore exorbitant in 
their charges, without being in possciaidn of 
an oxolusiro cnarter, a now company would 
soon be luaugurolei in opposition to them. 
Bnt without being at all exorbitant, they 
might keep their chiirgon low enough to 
dcly compotition lor some years to eome, and 
at the same litno higher than the wotar rale 
for our city ouglit to bo. There cannot bo a 
doubt that it is desirable that nil companiea 
for the supply of articles so csaonlial to tho 
welfare of tho pablio as wnt<)r should be under 
some regulations, and subjoct to some laws 
other than the mero will of tbo propriotorj ol 
the works. If, thorofore, tbe state can have 
auy maturial guarantee that Messrs. Ooo and 
Martin oan and will furnish tho city of Vic- 
toria with an adequate supply of water, of a 
good quality, in' all tho streets and in all 
parta of theoity, wo caonot but think (hat 



the publio will bo tho gainers l)y the arrange- 
ment. But inosmuch as tho bringinj; Iho wa- 
ter into the attacis will, in a great measure 
stop tho entire business of tbo water-carts, 
it is absolutely necessary that tho citizenD 
shall bo protected, nnd not left without a 
plentiful supply of such a necessary of life 
as water. Tho second clause of tbo bill 
binds Messrs. Ooe nnd Martin to establish 
water works, adequate to tho supply of tho 
cily, and to lay down not loss than twanty 
thousand feet of pipes within one year from 
tho passago of tho ncl, nnd of course on 
failure to comply with the requirements of 
this olause any privileges granted to thu 
promoters would cense. So far as concerns 
that portion of tho cily through which the 
pipes would bo Inid under this clause, tl.o in- 
habitants aro tolerably safo, bu" it ia very 
deairablo that tho proiuolera slujukl be com- 
pelled to supply the remaining stroets of the 
town, through which they:do . not - propose .to 
lay their pipes iu the first instance; either by 
means of wntor-enrts or otherwise at a fixed 
rate, until their pii)i:H oxleiul to eveiy p.irt 
of tho city, otliorwii'o tlio.«e living beyond 
tho limits of tha mains will bo eiitiroly 
dopendenl upon any private individuals who 
may ohoose to oater for their supply, and in 
ooniequence of ibe bnainoas being necessarily 
contracted would be subject no doubt to 
higher ohargca than ul praseiit, whilst com- 
pelled to purchase their water by Iho bucket. 
Tbi8,howerer,oan be easily mot by n proviso 
that Messrs. Coo & Martin shall, until their 
pipes are laid into every street within tbe city 
limits, be compelled lu supply water to all 
liouseholdors iu those quartorg whero their 
pipes do not extend at a uiiiCoriU chargo per 
100 gallons. Tho main point tu bo attended 
to, however, is that an adequate supply 
shall bo furnished, this ought to bo provided 
for by a clause cu.icling lluU if at any timo 
tho pressure shall not ho suHicient, for a 
defined period, to raise a full eiipply of pure 
wator to Iho U|ipor ll.ior of tlio housea upon 
tho highest level wiUiiii the city 
limits, the exclusive privileges graotud 
to Messrs. Ooo & Martin shall immediately 
thereafter cease. And further, it bIiohUI bo 
provided, that if from any cause tbo supply in 
tho mains should bo iiisudicient foi- thu eon- 
Bumptioii, Messrs Cue ,t .Martin, or llie Wator 
Company, shall be compelled uudor a penalty 
to furnish every eneoflheir customers with 
tho lull supply of water for which tiioy bavo 
contracted at tho current rates, so tlml in llio 
evunl of n substantial company being formed, 
tho publio will always have a monulary giiar- 
nnteo that tho supply will eniial the cloinand. 
Subject to Bonio euch restrictions as wc have 
named,we believe that the city will be esaoD- 
lially boncfitled by tbe passage of the Act. — 
There are other points in some of tbe clauses 
to which wa may roonr boforo tho Bill gals 
into Gommiltoo ; upon tho whole howorcr,we 
shall be glad to see the Woter Works Bill 
pass into law.

IMOORrOBATIOlf ACT. 

, The House went into committee on the bill 
to regulate tha looorporation Aot, 1862, Mr. 

Baylay in the chair. 

Dr. Trimble moved thai after the word "ro- 
pealed," all iho rest ot tho clause bo orased, 
inakin;; tho clauso read '' That tha Viotoria 
Incorporation Act, 1862, and all by-laws 
therein cniiclod, lie and arolioreby rcpunled." 

Mr. Da(,'o«ini.>s objectod to tho nmundmeiil 
Pi' llie hull, iiienibui for Victoria Disiriut. We 
r/ere now called upon lo daliberalo on a sub- 
joot which it not Irunled with sound joJginent 
ami diserulion.nmy do an incalculablu injury 
to Victoria. The ban. mombor lor Viotoria 
IJi'lricl'a smendmoiit proposes not only to 
repeal the Ael, hut also all iho by-laws. Tho 
city ia now in dubl to tho amount 520,130. — 
On looking at another daparlmenl, the total 
taxes received by the Trades Licenso liy-law 
is $ir),000. If we annul all these by-laws.all 
parties who hsva paid taxes under this bead 
can ooropel the Corporation to refund this 
amount. By this means every tax payor may 
be held liable for this $19,000, whiob has 
been alrea'dy e?pended. Then, looking at 
thu real estate tax, on amount ot $7,000 has 
heen collootod; if tlieso taxes havo lo bo re- 
funded, wa will thus create n debt on the 
city of S)2,O0O, if we rspeol ll.- by-laws, 
wlmrcaa, if we collect lliBso back taxes, thero 
will bu siilliciont money to pay tbq city'p in- 
debtedness. If tho Ilouao does not enable 
the Council to celloot tho Benl Estato and 
Tradei Xjioense taxes, they mutt pay back 



all tbe money collected, and thus increase the 
city's itidebtodness to the amount already 
stated. He (Mr. DaCosmoa) would pruposu 
ibc following nineudmont to clauso 1, that 
alter tho word "exoepled," be insurled the 
words "or enacted," 

Mr, Vouon said that hs had been waiting 
to boar some arguiaonts or additional amond- 
monts by tho hen. member far Victoria dia- 
tric<, but having hoard none, he had como to 
tho ooncluaion that hii olijsct was simply lo 
dLsincorporale tho ciij of Victoria. (Hear, 
beur.) Ilo thought tliivt it rniut bo plain to 
anybody in this Houiu tliat this would injure 
thu credit of itio city to a dogreo which is 
inoalculable. If the city has uo funds lo meet 
tho dobonturop, even althongh the govoni- 
raont should mako good tho liabilities, tha 
credit not only of the city but of Vancoiivei 
IiUnd would be most matarially injured 
abror.d. As to the amomlment offered by his 
hon. colleague, ha was wholly in favor of it 
He would, however, suggest the propriety of 
introducing tha amoudment as a distinct 
Bootion. 

Mr. Franklin said tho present Council had 
doue their duty according to the present Act, 
wisely and judiciously, and as doubts had 
been caat ujion the Act it was our duty to 
support and assist thorn, and protect Ihem in 
their past prooeodings. (Hear, hear.) Tha 
amendment of .his hon. colleague (Mr. DeC.) 
did net legalize the by-Iaws,bui only legalized 
thecolleolTon of mtneys. He (Mr. F.) would 
propose to pass the olause as- il siands, and 
mako bis hon. colleague's- anieiidinenrooaic 
Id in a subsequent clause. 

Mr. DoCosmos was still in favor of bring- 
ing in his amendment as first proposed, but 
lie was willing to harmonizo it so far as 
poasiblo with tho views nf his hon. col- 
leagues and other hon. members. 

i)r. Powol.l had also boon wailing for Bomo 
nrgumonl from the lion inoinbur for Victoria 
district, but was sorry to say ho had not 
heard any. Ttiis was simply a question of 
whethur wo shall have an iiieor[)oration or 
not. lie (Dr. l'uwell| was in favor of tho 
nniondmont of his hon. colleague, ultliough 
ho thought it would bo belter to ecmo in as u 
second clause. It was ncceasary to enable 
tliu corporation to collect the la.\es, and this 
nmoiuimont mat Iho end. Thnro ware a 
great many objectionable clauies in this bill, 
and many he would bo disposed to amend, 
but he was heartily in favor of passing tha 
bill. 

Mr. DeCosmoa said in order to facilitato 
business he would propose to withdraw bis 
amendment, and. bring it in a distinct 

clauso. 

Mr. Dcnncs said be wonld certainly sup 
port ibo amendment of tbe boo. member for 

Victoria district. 

Dr. Trimbla said ho was not opposed to 
raunioipal institutions, but there were so 
many objcctiuna to the Act of 1802, that ho 
wished to throw it out and iutroduoa a fresh 
blU(/« rioDO. ' 

Mr. DeOosmoi said tho hon. member was 
opposed to any ineorporalion, a fsot which 
his' amend moot showed : tbe hon. member 
knew well that if this bill were thrown out, 
wo could introduce no neW' bill this season, 
and thu city would bo. loft unineorporatcd. 
(Uenr, hear.) It was a common enough 
thing in all corporations to amend dcfoets in 
thoir lawn, not lo repnal tliem. 

.Mr. DooDCs said the hon. members wished 
to cure bad by. laws, which had boon declared 
by the higliest legal authority illegal. 

iVlr. Young said tho bon. gcutloraan's ro- 
mark carried its own answer. He would ask 
the bon. members if it were not their espeoial 
duties to cure bad laws 7 

Dr. Ilelmckon said if tho hon member for 
Victoria district wijiiod to do away with tho 
iuoorporation of thu city, it was now loo late 
to do it, He propo.'cd lo bring in u new bill, 
wneroisit? when does ho intend to intro- 
duce it 7

Dr. Ilelmckon — I'm afraid that wont do ! 

Mr. DoCoamos' amendmoiit to insert tha 
words "or enacted" after the word eicopted 
and to leave out all of lha clauso after the 
word "repealed," was carried mm. con. 

Mr DoOosmos moved the following amend- 
ment, to stand -as clauso 3 : 

That the Munio'pal By-lnw passed by tho 
Mayor and Oouneil of the City of Victoria, 
on the thirteenth day of Maroh,aH0 thousand 
eight hundred and sixty-three, in which per- 
sons, corporations, or bodies politic, engaged 
in certain trades, callinga, or professions, in 
the City of Victoria, woro declared to be lia- 
ble to pay licoDse moneys lo eomo person ap- 
pointed by the said Mayor and Council, is 
hereby enacted and coufirmcd ; and tliat all 
liccnio moneys paid in cnnfotinily with tby 
provisions of the said By-law by any person, 
eorporation.or body politic,are hereby onaoted 
and doclarod to be'and to have been lawfully 
paid ; and that the .Mayor ond Council for the 
time being for tho City of Victoria uro hereby 
authorised and empowered to collect, in ooii- 
lormity with tbe provisions of tho said Uy- 
law, all arrears of license moneys wiiich Ruy 
person, c»rporBtion,or body politic, shall havo 
declared, in tho said By-law, lo be liable to 
pay to some person appointed by tho aforesaid 
.Mayor and Conscil to receivo tha samu ; 
Provided always, that no licenjo moneys or 
no arrears ofliceose moneys shall be collected 

der Ihis section of this Act, unless the said 
liconae nionoya or arrears of licQi;io moneys 
hall havo arisen aad shall havs becomo duo 
ml payable in conformity with tho provisions 
of lha said By-law befoia iho thirty-first day 
of March, one thouiaod eight hundred and 
Bixty»four i Provided always, that the penal- 
ties mentioned in the said By-law to be im> 
posed in case of default in ths payment of 
liconae moneys shall not be enforced until 
thirty days after the passage ofthis Act shall 
have elapsed. 

Mr. Donncs said wo had no right to delegate 
power to tho corporation to imliu By-luws. 
Ilo wonld llierofore oppose tho Qinondment. 

Tlio aniendinenl was paeaud as road, .Mr. 
Doniies only in tbe negative. Clause 3, of 
llie printed bill was passed v.-ith some trilling 
aiucndinenls, and wilh llio a'hlition of tho 
following uinendoR'nl by Dr. llolinckcn. 

" Provided al ways tliit no money or arrears 
of money shall ho colluetcd i.iidiu- this sec- 
tion, unless tho ssid moneys or arrears of 
moneys shall have arisen nnl have becomo 
due and payable, in conformity with the pro- 
visions ot said by-law, before the dlst day of 
December, 1803; and provided alao thai tlio 
ponalliea mentioned in the said by-la-.v to he 
imposed in caso of default, shall nut be en- 
forced until 30 days after tho passage of tho 
Act shall havo elapsed." 

In regard to clause 4,of the printed bill,Mr, 
Young said the words incorporating ihe in- 
habitants as a eiiy were simply nonsense; it 
was impossible lo make human beings a oily; 
be proposed lo leave out the words " inhabi- 
tants residing thereon." 

Mr. DoCosmos looked on it as a sort of le- 
gal liijtioii. .vliicli was porhnpa necessary, for 
Ihff p.Uiafaelion of ertry one. 

The clauso was paaaod witTl a few imma- 
terial amendments. The committee hero roso 
and reported pro;;toss. 

The Ilouao ivill again go ioto oommillee on 
tho bill to-day (Tuesday).

now on board H.M. ships. The Ciiiieloon has 
a commander, two lioulonants, inastor, doc- 
tor, paymaster, and an ongiiieer oiricor in 
tlio ward room, seven in umnber ; in tho gun 
room there are 5 oflicara ; in the gun-boats 
Crapplor and Forward there nro two ofTioers, 
and in the Ueavct three, so that lha total of 
British ufFiuors on tho station only amoants to 
seventeen. Now if those gcntlemon had been 
invited, I oan safuly state that not more than 
seven or eight would or oould have atleodod. 
It is now too late to rectify the error that has 
been oommitted, but I trust for iho futoro 
that when the inhabitants of Victoria give 
a pnblio dinner they will not forgot the 
olGoars uf the Army and Navy.

16. Any portion or part of nny river, 
creek, gulch, ravine, or otiior water course, 
having four or inoro free iiiiiiers per iiiilo, le- 
gally holding and bona Jide not colurably 
working claims, on .mcli sticain, gulch, rav- 
ine, or wilier course, shall not be deemed 
" abandoned" within the meaning of this 
Act, but in such naao any Bed rock Finnic 
company desiring to run a Qunie through 
Euch portion or part of such stream, gnleli, 
ravino, or water course, shall bo governed by 
the following clauses of this Act. 

BmLndarica of Bed roek Flume Company's 
claim, how fixed. 

17. Any Ded rock i'lumo eunipany, as

Di'^tinijuishing number of claims abolished. 

40. No distinguishing number shall here- 
after be required, or be deemed to havo been 
over required, for or in respect to any claim, 
any existing law or rule to Iho contrary not- 
withstanding.
